The steamer Dolphin is rushing to 
the Spokane’s assistance in answer to 
Ss. ©...

A message from the Spokane said: 
‘Sinking fast. Rush help.’ 

The steamer LaTouche is taking off 
passengers. 

The Spokane is a passenger vessel, 
Plying between Portland north coast 
points. 

The steamer La Touche, of the Alaska 


Steamship company, was one of the 
first vessels to answer the distress call, 
and at 10:30 tonight was standing by. 


Fifteen minutes later she began taking 


off the passengers of the Spokane. 

“Taking water fast; send all assist- 
ance possible,” was one of the flashes 
received at the wireless station almost 
immediately after the first distress call, 
which read: 

“Steamer Spokane, 15 miles north of 
Cape Laze, wants assistance.” 

The steamer Dolphin and the steamer 
Minnesota answered the message. 


Seattle, Wash., October 3.—The pas- 
sengers and crew of the steamship 
Spokane took to the lifeboats and were 
picked up by the steamship La Touche.

STOLE BODY. BURNED IT 
TO COLLECT INSURANCE 


Hughes’ Wife Then Pretended 
He Was Dead and Wedded 
Another, It Is Charged. 


New York, October 3.—Charged with 
conspiracy, and the robbery of a grave, 
Arthur S. Hughes, a ranch owner of 
Forsyth, Mont., was arrested here this 
afternoon at the request of Sheriff Ma- 
son, of Rosebud county, Montana. 

Hughes is charged with having. en- 
tered into a conspiracy with his wife 
and a man named Elliott, both of 
whom, the police assert, are under ar- 


ance on his life. 

According to the complaint, 
named Craig was killed in Forsyth 
about two and one-half months ago 
by a train. Hughes, it is alleged, too! 
Craig’s body from the grave, carted it 
to his home and then set the house 
on fire The body, burned to a crisp 
and unrecognizable, was found in the’ 
and Mrs. Hughes went into 
mourning for her husband. Hughes, 
the complaint continues, disappeared. 

A few days later Mrs. Hughes mar- 
ried Elliott, and put in a claim for 
the $8,000 insurance on Hughes’ life. 
Sheriff Mosen belleved the body found 
in the ruins was that of Hughes, and 
soon afterwards arrested them both 
while he investigated the supposed 
death of Hughes. 

Mosen and the insurance officials 
learned that Hughes had come to New

supposed widow. They notified the 
New York police and detectives were 
sent out to find him. After searching 
for weeks they traced him to cheap 
lodging houses on the east side and 
found that he was working as a long- 
shoreman. Today they arrested him 
at the entrance of the Brooklyn bridge. 
The Montana authorities investigat- 
ing the death of the supposed Hughes, 
according to advices received at police 
here, caused the body 
found in the ruins to be exhumed and 
measured. Then they discovered the 
robbery of Craig’s grave and by the 
measurements of the body learned that 
it was Craig’s and not that of Hughes. 
The police assert that Hughes ad- 
mitted his identity when arrested and 
also admitted having written his wife. 
He said he wanted to clear, his wife of 
any charges made against her in con- 
nection with his suppesed death.

It was an unusual spectacle which 
attended the completion of a legislative 
reform that had been seven months in 


congress and embraced a tariff revision 
of a most far-reaching character. 

Happy and jubilant, the invited 
muests came to the executive office. 
They chatted and jested with the presi- 
dent in an ante-room while waiting for 
the full group to appear. When the 
mentbers of the senate finance commit- 
tee and house ways and means com- 
mittee finally arrived Vice President 
Marshall was ushered into the presi- 
dent's office, followed by Speaker 
Clarke, Representative Underwood, and 
members of the cabinet and congres- 
sional committee and their friends. No 
photographers were admitted, as the 
president thought the occasion too 
solemn to be disturbed by flashlight ap- 
paratus. The guests crowded about the 
president’s desk, over which an elec- 
tric lamp threw a bright glow. 

“IT chose 9 o'clock,” explained the 
president slowly, “on the advice of the 
attorney general, in order that the bill 
might be signed after business trans- 
actions everywhere, including San 
Francisco, had closed for the day. 

“Il will not say anything about the 
bill,” he added with a smile, “until I 
have signed it. I don’t want it to get 
away from me.” 

Bill Signed at 9:10 O'Clock. 

Promptly at 9:09 o'clock the presi- 
dent began writing, and at 9:10 he haa 
written the. words “Approved 9:10 p. m., 
3 October, 1913, Woodrow Wilson,” on 
the one hundred and eleventh page of 
parchment containing the engrossed 
bill. 

As the president rose and handed 
two pens. to the men who had steered 
the measure successfully through both 
houses of congress there was an en- 
thusiastic outburst of handclapping. 
The president had not intended to make 
a long speech, and had not even pre- 
pared a statement, but was so moved 
on the spur of the moment to ex- 
press his gratification. 

The small but distinguished audi- 
ence that heard the president's speech 
crowded about him afterward with 
congratulations. Leading figures of 
the democratic party—Speaker Clark, 
Secretary Bryan and Representative 
Underwood stood together, sponsors 
with the president of the first business 
piece of legislation that had been ac- 
complished in the democratic program 
of reform. They wave the president 
their~° personal congratulations, and 
reiterated promises of support. 

The bill, accompanied by the confer- 
ence report as agreed on by the sen- 


soon as that body met. For over an 
hour the house debated as to what 
action it should take, some of the par- 
liamentary experts arguing that 
further action was necessary, while 
others insisted the house must recede 
: its compromise cotton futures 
tax. , 

Speaker Clark finafly upheld the lat- 
ter contention, and the house quickly 
voted the cotton tax out of the tariff 
bill. The last vote was reached at 
1:23, at 1:25 the speaker had affixed 
his name to the completed bill and 
within ten minutes Chief Clerk Jerry 
South had carried it to the senate, 
and it had been signed by Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall. Clerks of the senate 
then took charge of the bill, and con- 
veved it to the white house. 

The relief of both houses at the ter- 
mination of the tariff fight was appar- 
ent. Scores of members of senate and 
house had left the city yesterday and 
there was less than a quorum present 
in the house when final action was 
taken on the bill. Only extraordinary 
efforts of senate leaders kept enough 
senators in town to enable that body 
to work today on the urgent deficiency 
appropriation bill. Many 
Washington tonight, although 
houses of con#kress will remain 
structively in session. 

Recede From Cotton 

The final steps taken by the 
today to complete the tariff bill did not 
involve the rates or principles of 
bill. Republicans and democrats con- 
curred in the action of receding from 
the cotton~futures tax, agreeing that 
no questions\ of parliamentary pro- 
cedure should be left open to future 
attacks in the \courts.

New Tax on Incomes. 


The income tax prebably will bring 
the new tariff law’most forcibly to the 
attention of citizens. President YVil- 
son and democratic leaders in con- 
gress believe, however, that the reduc- 
tion of duties on clothing, . foddstuffs 
and other necessaries of Mfe, and the 
complete removal af the duty from 
many like articles, will eventually 
bring a reduction in the “cost of lv- 
ing”’ Without materially affecting busi- 
ness prosperity. 

A brief summary 
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‘law as prepared for the senate follows: | 
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Average percentage of ‘tariff rates as 
compared to the value of all imported 
merchandise: old law, 37 per cent; 
new law, 27 per ‘cent. 

Value of annual imports added to 
the free list $147,000,000. 

Estimated revenues frem all import 
rates: old Taw, $505,000,000; new law, 
$249,000,000. 

Kstimated revenue from corporation 
and income taxes: old law, $37,000,000: 
new law, $122,000,000. 

Altogether, consumers in the United 
States probably will receive from 
abroad, free of all tariff, more than 
$1,000,000,000 worth of merchandise 
during the next year. 

During 1912 the amount of ‘free im- 
ports” Was more than $880,000,000. ana 
when the tariff is entirely removed 
from wool, sugar, iron, ore and cheap 
iron, and other important items, the 
total is expected to increase notably. 
Under the old law more than 53 per 
cent of all goods brought to the United 
States from all parts of the world paid 
no tariff, and that proportion will be 
increased by the new law. 


Free Wool Provision. 


The free wool provisions of the new 
lak takes effect December 1. 1913: the 
free sugar provision, May 1, 1916. 

The new tariff law, passed four years 
after President Taft signed the exist- 
ing Payne-Aldrich law, is the result 
of more than nine months of work in 
congress. Hearings were started Jan- 
uary 6, by the house ways and means 
committee. Chairman Underwood in- 
troduced the tariff bill April 7, im- 
mediately after President Wilson had 
convened the new congress. It passed 
the house May 8, and the senate Sep- 
tember. 9.

Special Session Necessitated by 
Ruling of Attorney General 
Thomas Felder. 


Following his receipt of an opinion 
from Attorney General Thomas 5S. 
Felder to the effect that it will be nec- 
essary to appoint a subcommission of 
educators to pass on the text. books 
used in the public schools, State School 
Superintendent M. L. Brittain yester- 
day called a special session of the state 
school board to be held in his office 
on Otcober 11. Among other thing 
Mr. Feider says: 

“I do not find anything in the pres- 
ent law fixing the duties of the state 
board of education which would relieve 
it of the necessity of appointing a 
subcommission of five educators as re- 
quired by the act of 1903, now contain- 
ed in sections 1440 et seq. of the civil 
code. The act of 1911 creating the 


scribing its duties does not 
either directly or by implication the 
ee of the code above referred 
. 

Inasmuch as the state board is now 
made up almost entirely of practical 
educators it was thought that it would 
be a work of superogation to have the 
subcommission as required by the act 
of 1903. Mr. Felder has ruled other- 
wise, however, and a subcommission 
will be appointed. 

Texts for High Schools. 

Another matter which will require 
the attention of the board upon which 
a ruling of the attorney general has 
just been received is that of uniform 
Mr. Feld- 
er has ruled that those high schoots 
receiving aid directly from the state 
come under the law, and that uniform 
text books must be prescribed for them 
by the state board. 

The following systems are exempt 
from the necessity of' buying high 
school texts which may be adopted by 
the state text book commission, though 
they have the right to take advantage 
of the cheaper prices which are ex- 
pected to be received, and many of 
them will doubtless do so: 


Three Classes Exempted. 


The city system of Atlanta; the coun- 
ty systems of Bibb, Richmond, Chat- 
ham and Glynn. 

These special municipal school sys- 
tems created by legislative enactment. 

Those high schools which, through 
aid of local tax—county or district— 
maintain a term of at least eight 
months, 

As will be seen, 
three classes which may or may not 
use the state adopted books, as they 
may desire, include many of the larger 
and more prominent high schools in 
the state, leaving only ,those main- 
tained by state aid and generally 
largely supported’ by tultion fees that 
are required to use the uniform list of 
high school books adopted. It is un- 
derstood, of course, that private high 
schools are under no obligation what- 
ever in this regard, using whatever 
texts they please. 

The state school hook commission is 
now advertising for bids from the vari- 
ous publishers as the law requires. In 
addition to the elementary text, books 
heretofore included in the list the fol- 
lowing high school subjects have been 
added: 

Algebra, grammar, spelling, ancient 
and modern history, physical and com- 
mercial geography, Latin, French, Ger- 
man and Spanish grammar, rhetoric, 
biology, English and American litera- 
ture, bookkeeping, English” history, 
physics, trigonometry and .surveying, 
American history and civics, chemistry 
and commercial law.

Ow- 
ing to the financial stringency, the 
farmer found it difficult to borrow 
money or to secure extensive credit 
and he was forced to conduct his 
farming operations on a minimum ba- 
sis. Now he finds himself .able to 
pay all of his obligations and will 
have a good surplus ahead. 

“Then, thanks to the advice 
out by the state department of 
early in the year and 
activity of the boys’ corn clubs. 
has been more crop diversification 
than in any year since the war. The 
farmers have ceased to rely upon cot- 
torn as their only crop. There were 
a great many oats planted this year 
and, generally, the yield was good. 

“But of more advantage to the Geor-

of corn. I believe I am absolutely 
right in stating that there will be 
made in Georgia this year 
than in any year since the war.

ON TOP THE PYRAMID. 

Georgia is at the top of the pyramid of 
southern prosperity this year! 

The September cotton condition report 
of the ‘United States department of agri- 
culture emphatically verifies the reiterated 
predictions of The Constitution to that 


effect. 


Our statement was based originally upon 
the slump in condition in the western half 
of the cotton belt being sufficient to hold 
prices high and stable; upen the condition 
in the eastern half being near enough to 
normal to insure unwonted prosperity to 
that entire range; upon the fact!that Geor- 
gia’s- condition led the condition of the 
eastern half, the volume of her crop being 
larger. From this unusual combination it 
was easy to forecast. unprecedented pros- 
perity for Georgia, and for Atlanta, the com- 
mercial capital of the normal eastern ‘Zone.

The 10-year average of cotton for the 
cotton belt is 72.

THE TARIFF.PLEDGE KEPT. 

With the completion of tariff revision 
the democratic party has redeemed the first 
and one of the most important of its pledges 
to the country. “re task, monumental in 
scope and intricate in detail, has been ac- 
complished with a dispatch and a sincerity 
not matched by similar legislation since the 
civil war. The master craftsmanship of 
President Wilson, Chairman Underwood and 
(hairman Simmons has collaborated to the 
end that the nation is given a new tariff 
law for the first time in many decades free 
of jokers°and subterfuges, hewing straight 
to the line of honesty and enacted in the 
interests of the whole people rather than 
any section or class. 

In these respects the new tariff law will 
be found notable. So far as is now visible 
to the unbiased vision, the makers of the 
tariff have played no favorites. They have 
rejected the old and disreputable trading 
game of the republicans. They have in- 
dulged in mo wild vagaries and no revolu- 
tionary devices, but they hve given the 
nation what it demanded in the reduction 
of schedules and in the freer play for com- 
petition and the ultimate lowering of the 
high cost of living. Additionally, they have 
included in the a federal income tax 
framed upon. equitable principles and adapt- 
ed to restore to the treasury whatever 
deficit may be created by the lower revenue- 
producing power of the schedules. 

The passage of tariff legislation was ad- 
mittedly the first acid test of the Wilson 
administration and of the constructive abil- 
ity of democratic statesmanship. Both have 
measured up admirably. The schisms and 
the desertions so confidently predicted by 
the republicans have failed to materialize. 
The apostasy anticipated by the non-partisan 
pessimists has been conspicuous by its ab- 
sence. The force and the coherence of the 
president’s leadership have been adequately 
proven. The democratic party has survived 
the first drastic test in a manner that gives

i. promise of its ability to negotiate whatever 


hazards lie in the future. 


The country as a whole is prepared for 


the new tariff. Whatever effect it may pro- 
duce has long ago been discounted. The 
whiners and the croakers are now estimated 
at their true worth. Optimism has the sad- 
dle.

A WELCOME VISITOR. 

Atlanta as well as the whole of the 
southern division of the railway mail service 
has an interest in the presence here today. 
of the Hon. A. H. Stephens, the new general 
superintendent of that vitally important 
branch of the postoffice department. Super- 
intendent Stephens is an appointee of the 
Wilson administration, chosen because of 
his long experience in the railway mail serv- 
ice, his expert proficiency and his broad 
and liberal policies. He is making a tour of 
the country to familiarize himself at first 
hand with the faults and needs of the serv: 
ice. His visit here today has to do with 
that purpose. 

This evening Superintendent Stephens 
will be the honor guest at a smoker of the 
local chapter of the Railway Mail associa- 
tion. He will tell them what he expects to 
do for the country generally and the south- 
ern division particularly. He has come 
bringing promise of relief none too soon. 
The entire nation suffered from the blast- 
ing policy of so-called “economy” inaugu- 
rated under Hitchcock. But it was upon the 
southern division that the brunt fell, making 
it seem at times as though this part of the 
country had been singled out by Hitchcock 
as the “goat” for his pinch-penny program. 
Under the change of administration and the 
influence of Mr. Stephens, the division has 
just begun to show symptoms of gradual 
recovery. Old conditions are too well known 
to need more than a scant recital. Under 
litchcockism the service was demoralized 
from the ground up. The old routes, estab- 
lished with a view to efficiency and dispatch, 
such, for illustration, as the one between 
Atlanta and New Orleans, were cut up into 
units, instead of being conducted as through 
routes. Mail cars were sliced in size. Mail 
clerks were lessened in number and forced 
to work overtime in cramped quarters. The 
inevitable result was the abolition of old 
transfer points, and the establishment of 
new ones, the consequence of which was 
in vast stacks of mails left over at 
transfer points, undistributed, and entailing 
a loss of time in delivery of anywhere from 
one to two days. This breakdown occurred 
with mails coming into and going out of the 
south. The destruction of the esprit de 
corps of the clerks under the hammer of 
browbeating and espionage was a calamity 
that does not need rehearsal. 

Superintendent Stephens already is par- 
tially cognizant of these conditions in the 
southern division as elsewhere. He is learn- 
ing more each day. Improvement already is 
visible. More will be forthcoming. grad- 
ually, until the service is restored from the 
chaos bequeathed by Hitchcock. It is not 
to be expected that even an official of Mr. 
Stephens’ capacity can undo by edict the 
wreckage of four years. But he is making 
cheerful progress and expressing clear in- 
tention toward that end. He is extremely 
welcome, therefore. to Atlanta and the 
south, and his address tonight should bring 
a message of encouragement to a long- 
harassed section.

WHILE FORTUNE BECKONS. 


Two incidents, one local and the other 
national, transpired last week to give per- 
tinence to the great opportunity that Geor- 
gia overlooks so long as she does not em- 
bark wholesale in the beef industry. 

The first was the receipt in Atlanta of 
the first shipment of beef from the Argen- 
tine republic. This was part of a lot re- 
cently sent to this country from the Argen- 
tine and reference to which was then made 
by The Constitution. Reports run to the 
effect that the imported beef was better in 
quality than that raised in our country. 
scientific refrigeration has 
tance, and it is possible that from now on 
Argentine beef will be a stiff competitor of 
American beef. The point is that under 
normal conditions the bringing of South 
American beef to Georgia ought to be in 
the nature of bringing coals to Newcastle. 
Georgia has natural facilities for the pro- 
duction of beef little short of those of the 
Argentine, saving only the vast open 
ranges, and this feature is now discounted 
in the modern beef industry. 

The other incident was the report that 
the government, impressed by the impend- 
ing famine of beef, had made up its mind 
to encourage the beef industry among the 
Indians in this country on their reserva- 
tions. Advertisements have already been 
issued for herds of the proper grade of 
cattle. It is said that the Indians have de- 
veloped a decided aptitude to cattle-grow- 
ing. Uncle Sam hopes in time to break the 
beef famine, or at least the one that is now 


on the way, by giving his red wards a new 


occupation. 

There is no reason why a pound of beef 
should be imported into this country from 
the Argentine, and there is no reason why 
Georgia should not produce for the eastern 
states as good a grade of beef as can be 
produced anywhere. Every cent that Geor- 
gia sends to South America for beef is 
wasted, as is every cent sent to the west. 
With the selection of beef sires, and their 
breeding to native cattle, the state will soon 
develop an incustry almost equalling cotton. 
The corn, the forage crops, the grazing 
grounds and the climate are here. All that 
is needed is the endeavor, and such encour- 
agement from bankers as will make beef 
collateral for credit on at least a partial 
equality with cotton.

Pioneer of Cheap Literature.

The introduction of the sloping Roman 
letters which are known to, everybody as 
italics was made by Aldus Manutius. of 
Venice in the latter part of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. He was the most famous printer of 
Italy and perhaps of the world. 

The books he printed, known as Aldine 
editions, are much sought after by col- 
lectors. His first volume in the new type was 
a Virgil published in 1501 at the price of 
about two shillings of our money. Aldus, in 
fact, was the pioneer of cheap literature. 

The Aldine mark.is a dolphin twined 
about an anchor with the name “Aldvs” 
divided by the other part of the latter. If 
any reader finds a cartload of old books with 
this mark in his attic or lumber room he is 
duly advised not to use them for lighting the 
fire. “They would probably buy him a good 
annuity for the solace of his declining 
years.”’ 


A Black Peril in Africa.

To my mind, the greeat question of the 
future in southern Africa is not, as so many 
suppose, that of the political dominance of 
Englishman over Boer, but of the inevitable 
though, let us hope, far-off struggle for 
practical supremacy between the white blood 
and the black.

shu s his sunken eyes and remembers the 
plumed and kilted regiments making the 
same ground shake as, with a thunder of 
salute, line upon line, company upon com- 
pany, they rushed out to battle.

The name of is a synonym 
for much that is great and exalting in phil- 
osophy, and he has left such an impress on 
this science that a philosophical system has 
been named for him Pythagoreanism, end 
yet there is no point in Greek philosophy 
that is more disputed than is the proper in- 
terpretation of this “ism.” Evan the 
name of Pythagoras is looked upon, by 
many writers as traditional. It is not own 
when he was born, but it is generally sup- 
posed that it was some time during the 
forty-ninth Olympiad, 584-581 B. C. 

It is said that Pythagoras founded an 
exclusive brotherhood among the aristocracy 
of Crotona, where he went to reside about 
530. The oiginal purpose of this’ brother- 
hood was probably not pglitical, and yet 
the society became involved in the fierce 
Struggles between the aristocracy and the 
democracy that were at this time raging in 
lower Italy; and when the popular party 
Sained the upper hand, in its wild fury it 
turned upon the Pythagorean brothers and 
burned them in their meeting places. Only a 
few escaped. It is not certain whether Py- 
thagoras himself perished in this outbreak, 
or whether he had previously died peace- 
fully in Metapontum, whither he is said to 
have retired when the storm was gathering. 
Neither do we know the date of this event. 

It is said that Pythagoras studied in his 
own country under various noted scholars of 
his day, and also to have visited Egypt and 
many countries of the east for, the purpose 
of acquiring knowledge. We have little 
trustworhy evidence, either as to the kind 
Or the amount of knowledge which he ac- 
quired, or as to his definite philosophical 
views. 

There is a celebrated story of his hav- 
ing discovered the arithmetical relations of 
the musical scale by observing accidentally 
the various sounds produced by hammers of 
different weights striking upon an an- 
vil, and suspended by strings weights equal 
to those of the different hammers. The 
retailers of the story, of course, never took 
the trouble to verify the experiment, or 
they would have discovered that different

hammers do not produce different sounds 
from the same anvil, any more than different 
clappers do from the same bell, 

Apart from all direct testimony, how- 
ever, it may safely be affirmed that the 
very remarkable influence exerted by Py- 
thagoras, and even the fact that he was 
made the hero of so many marvelous stories, 
proves him to have beén a man both of sin- 
gular capabilities and ¢ great acquire- 
ments. 

Many writers believe ®t Pp ‘tha 
perished in the temple with his discietall 
while others think that he fled first to Tar- 
entum, and, that, being driven thence, he es- 
caped to Metapontum, and there Starved him- 
self to death. His tomb was shown, at least, 
at Metapontum in the time of Cicero. 

According to some accounts Pythagoras 
married Theano, a lady of Crotona, and other 
notices seem to imply that he had a daugh- 
ter grown up when he came to Crotona. 

When we come to inquire what were the 
Philosophical or religious Opinions held by 
Pythagoras himself, we are met at the outset 
by the difficulty that even the authors from 
whom we have to draw possess no authentic - 
records bearing upon the age of Pythagoras 
himself. If Pythagoras ever wrote anything 
his writing perished with him, or not long 
after. The probability is that he wrote 
nothing. Everything current under his name 
in antiquity is spurious. 

It is almost certain that Philolaus was 
the first who published the Pythagorean doo- 
trines, at any rate in a written form. Still 
there was so marked a peculiarity running 
through the Pythagorean philosophy that 
there can be little question as to the germs 
se: re System, at any rate, says one writer, 
oO 1éir having been deriv 
foras himself. — 

It seems peculiar. in view of the. very 
few facts known regarding the Greek 
philosopher, that he should have so dominat- 
ed the scientific world 6f his period as to 
have founded @ school of philosophy named 
for him, when apparently no one seems to 
know of just what that Philosophy eon-

Platform in Race to Succeed | 


Congressman Roddenbery. 


Moultrie, a.G, October 3.—(Special.) 
Hon. W. A. Covington, of this city, 
announced himself a candidate to suc- 
ceed the late Congressman Rodden- 
bery this morning and sent out the 


‘platform on which he expects to make 


the race. 

Mr. Covington is well. known 
throughout Georgia as a legislator and 
lecturer and a prohibition leader.

Third, he favors still further reduc- 
tions, and increased income tax rates. 

Fourth, he favors such governmental 
control] of the sources of credit as will 
render the disastrous panics of the 
past impossible in the future. 

Fifth, ho is opposed to a _ federal 
judge holding office for life, believing 
that all circuit judges should be 
elected by the people for terms of 
from 6 to 10 years, thus insuring their 
frequent recall and rendering them 
less haughty and tyrannical. 

Sixth, he favors the most rigid econ- 
omy in the administration of national 
affairs, declaring his belief that mil- 
lions go to waste under the present 
management 

Seventh, he believes in the strictest 
regulation of all monopolistic combin- 
ations of capital, declaring his unqual- 
ifiéd support of President Wilson in 
his attitude toward the “trust” prob- 
lem, and in closing his statement, Mr. 
Covington says: 

“Progressive democracy has its hand 
on the wheel ac Washingtwn. A great 
and fearless leader has arisen and he 
has pledged himself and nis party to 
supplying machinery which shall be 
adequate to restore ‘government. of 
the people, by the people, for the peo- 
ple,’ in lieu of government of the péo- 
ple, by the politicians, for ‘the inter- 
ests.’

The reply of Mr. Hopkins !s, in part, 
as follvws: 

“Mr. Wallace would have us drop our 
investigators, declaring that there is 
an enormous waste in the salaries for 
these workers. If the Associated 
Charities dropped its investigators, it 
could spend $500,000 a vear in almsgiv- 
ing and nine-tenths ef it wowld be 
worse than wasted.

Are there still abroad 
in the land people who credit it? Are 
there still these left who so little 
esteem. the intelligence of the business 
men who have backed the Charities all 
these years as to think that they would 
stand for a waste like that?

The impression seems to have been 
given currency throughout the state 
by those who are opposed to the ap- 
pointment of state road supervisors by 
the prison commission that & great 


deal of extra expense would be in-| 
volved in the change. | 

The reverse is the case and so far| 
from the supervisors being an addi- 
tional expense to the state, they would, 
mean the saving of about $15,000 per 


Friday by Judge T. E. Patterson, a 
member of the prison commission. 

“The proposition tIs,"’ said Judge Pat- 
terson, “to substitute for the five in- 
spectors now employed at salaries of 
about 225 per month and expenses, 
four expert civil engineers who shall 
act as road supervisors at salaries of 
$150 per month. 

“IT have here on my desk now a let- 
ter from one chairman of a county 
board who, while he is highly in fa- 
vor of expert engineers to supervise 
road building, is opposea to the project 
because he believes it would involve 
an expenditure of $40,000 per year to 
the state. He thinks that this expense 
should be borne by the counties and 
that each county should be compelled 
to pay for the engineer for the time 
that he is employed. 


Will Save Money. 


“He entirely misconceives the plan. 
We would substitute for the inspectors 
expert road supervisors at a cost, which 
I estimate to be about $15,000 per year 


“Now while the law distinctly pro- 
vides for the appointment of super- 
visors, there is no provision, so far as 
[ can find it, for inspectors. That work 
can be done by the prison commission 
and I believe it should be so done. 

“In place of inspectors to look after 
the county convicts, we wil Itake over 
that work ourselves, should my plan 
be adopted, and we will give to each 
of the counties, using convicts, free of 
charge, the expert advice of a road en- 
gineer for a certain number of days 
in each year. 

“IT believe that by so doing we would 
carry wut the spirit and tntent of thea 
law and furnish an impetus to good 
road building such as has not been 
known in the state since the convict 
lease system was abolished and the con- 
victs set to work on the roads.’

Permit Stories if Written 
at Supervision of the Player 
Himself.

October 3.—Baseball play- 
ers who will write their own news- 
raper stories of the world’s or other 
post season series may do so with the 
approval of the National Basebalhl com- 
mission, President Johnson, of the 
American League, said last night upon 
his return from a brief vacation in 
Michigan. 

Players who lend their names for a 
monetary consideration to be signed 
to articles written by others probably 
will be declared ineligible to take part 
in such series, Mr. Johnson asserted. 
He did not favor the suggestion re- 
ported to have been made by Chairman 
August Herrmann, of the Nationa] com- 
mission, to call off the world’s series 
in case players permitted the misuse 
of their names. 

“The purpose of the commission ts 
not to prevent players earning extra 
money in any legitimate way,” said 
President Johnson, “but to stop the 
faking which is bound to do baseball 
a serious injury unless it is curbed. 

“If any player wants to write a bona 
fide story for a newspaper during the 
world’s series, let him go to the head- 
quarters of the National commission 
after the game. We will furnish an 
expert stenographer, to whom he can 
dictate his story. Tne typist will make 
two copies, one of which the player can 
send to the newspaper, the other we 
will keep for comparison. If the paper 
publishes the story as the player pre- 
pares it there will be no objection. 

“T have written a letter to Manager 
Mack, of the Philadelphia team, which 
will dispose of the tangle over Col- 
lins and Baker. If Mack wants to play 
the Giants without Collins or Baker 
on the infield, he will have that op- 
portunity if they persist in permitting 
their names to be signed to articles 
which they do not prepare.” 

President Johnsor will leave Sun- 
day for New York and if possible will 
take this matter up personally with 
some of the players.
